question of reuniting Germany .

It was fir,^t on 
the agenda as President Eisenhow­ 
er and his three fellow heads of 
government got together at 4 p .m., 
today (11a.m. EDT) for their first 
working session of the conference, 
following up the session Monday 
when each of the four made a p re­ 
liminary statement.

Shortly before the meeting con­ 
vened Eisenhower iiKiicated he was 
not discouraged by the develop ­ 
ments so .far desp ite what some 
American officials called the **neg- 
•tive’* attitude of Soviet Premier 
Bulganin on the German p rob­ 
lem. 
*T feel p retty good ab<mt it so 
far,” the President said when 
asked by a rep orter how things 
were going. 
The four leaders — Eisenhower, 
Soviet Premier Bulganin, British 
Prime Minister Eden and French 
Premier Faure—began their closed 
session in the Council Chamber of 
the Palace of Nations, Europ ean 
headquarters of the United Na­ 
tions. 
The foreign ministers of the four 
p owers agreed unanimously Uiis 
morning on a four-p oint agenda, 
with German unification as the No. 
1 item. Dip lomatic observers cau­ 
tioned, 
however, 
against over­ 
op timism of the German p roblem. 
The asp ect • of the talks which 
has ap p arently imp ressed Eisen­ 
hower so far is the cordial atmos­ 
p here, which was demonstrated 
once more in the quick agreement 
on the agenda.

Senate Votes 
Free Vaccine 
For MiUions 


Children Under 20, 
Exp ectant Mothers 
W ould Be Affected 


WASHINGTON 
~ The Senate 
voted to p rovide free p olio vac­ 
cine for liiillions of children under 
20 and exp ectant mothers. 
The next move is up to the 
House, whose Commerce Commitp 
tee last week ap p roved a some­ 
what different free vaccine bill. 
Senate action Monday came on 
a voice vote. 'The only audible “no” 
vote was cast by Sen. Morse (D- 
Ore). He objected that the meas­ 
ure “only scratches the surface.” 
During debate Sen. Welker (R- 
Idaho) took the PubUc Health 
Service to task for what he said 
was a failure to act against the 
Cutter Laboratories of Berkeley , 
Calif. Welker said Cutter vaccine 
is “directly ” resp onsible for 118 
p olio cases in Idaho, four of them 
fatal. 
The Senate bill would authorize 
the government to buy vaccine 
which would be distributed to the 
states. The states then weald 
sp read it among local communities 
which may ask for it 
The House bill too would channel 
the vaccine through the states. 
This is in line with Eisenhower 
administratiMi p rop osals w h i c h 
called for ap p rop riation of 35 mil­ 
lion dollars to p rovide shots for 
children whose p arents can’t af­ 
ford to p ay for them. 
However, the S e na t e measure 
p laces no ceiling on the amount 
which may be voted for the p ur- 
This is left to the decision 
of 
congressional 
aK>rop riations 
committees. 
The House bill would authorize 
38 m i l l i o ns for inoculation of 
needy children. It also would 
jmto- 
vide for grants to the states on a 
doUar-for-dollar matching basis for 
any broader immunization p r o- 
grams. No limit was set on the 
amount a state could get under 
guch a matching p rogram. 
Neither the House nor S e na t e 
bills would require a showing of 
financial need-a “means” test-for 
a y cMingster to be eligible for the 
free vaccine.

Nevada Pris<m 
Inmates Stage 
Sitdown Strike 


Won’t Go Back To 
Cells Until They Get 
Talk W ith Governor 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (f^-An 
occasional catcall p ierced the des­ 
ert silence throughout the night at 
the Nevada State Prison as some 
225 convicts stubbornly carried on 
a sitdown strike in the flood­ 
lighted p rison y ard. 
The p risoners—less 136 trusties— 
started their rebellion at 3:40 p .m. 
Monday when they began milling 
about the op en y ard instead of 
lining up for dinner as is custo­ 
mary . 
They demanded an interview 
with Gov. Charles Russell and de­ 
clared they would not return to 
their cell blocks until they talked 
with him. 
Among the inmates demands 
were “more variety in food. . .dis­ 
charge of a p rison doctor and cap ­ 
tain of the guard. ^ .twice y early 
p ersonal ap p earances before the 
State Parole Board. . .more work 
for inmates. . .no rep risals be­ 
cause of the' rebellion. . .lower 
p rices at the p rison commissary .” 
“I’m not p romising any thing. 
Most of the grievances are un- 
fcHuided,” Warden Art Bernard 
said. 
Floodlights 
were 
turned 
on 
around the 30-foot-high walls of the 
60-y ear-old brownstone inison as 
dark fell over the milling p rison­ 
ers. Fifty heavily armed highway 
p atrolmen and p rison guards p a­ 
trolled the walls. 
The p risoners had nqt eaten 
since noon, Bernard said, and 
ccnild not take over any of the 
p rison works or storm the walls. 
Some of those in the y ard wanted 
to quit early in the afternoon but 
were intimidated by the ringlead­ 
ers, he said.

On German Unity 
As Leading Topic 


GENEVA Un — The Big Four em foreign ministers had agreed 
agreed to take up first the thorny 
question (rf reuniting Germany. 
This is the central issue of the 
summit conference, in the view of 
Western leaders. It was fir^t on 
the agenda as President Eisenhow­ 
er and his three fellow heads of 
government got together at 4 p.m., 
today (11a.m. EDT) for their first 
working session of the conference, 
following up the session Monday 
when each of the four made a pre­ 
liminary statement. 
Shortly before the meeting con­ 
vened Eisenhower indicated he was 
not discouraged by the develop­ 
ments so far despite what some 
American officials called the ^neg­ 
ative** attitude of Soviet Premier 
Bulganin on the German prob­ 
lem. 
'*1 feel pretty good about it so 
far,** the President said when 
asked by a reporter how things 
were going. 
Hie four leaders — Eisenhower, 
Soviet Premier Bulganin, British 
Prime Minister Eden and French 
Premier Faure—began their closed 
session in the Council Chamber of 
the Palace of Nations, European 
headquarters of the United Na­ 
tions. 
The foreign ministers of the four 
powers agreed unanimously this 
morning on a four-point agenda, 
with German unification as the No. 
I item. Diplomatic observers cau­ 
tioned, 
however, 
against over­ 
optimism of the German problem. 
The aspect of the talks which 
has apparently impressed Eisen­ 
hower so far is the cordial atmos­ 
phere, which was demonstrated 
once more in the quick agreement 
on the agenda. 
“So far, very friendly,” is the 
way the President described it 
Hie decision of the foreign min­ 
isters to place the German prob­ 
lem at the top of their work sheet 
apparently was a concession to 
Western demands since the West- 


in Paris last week that this was 
the key to any easing of tension 
in Europe. 
Eisenhower, Eden and Faure 
stressed the German issue in their 
opening statements Monday. 
The other points on file agenda 
were European security, disarma­ 
ment and “development of contacts 
between East and West’* 
Western leaders were reported 
moderately optimistic today follow­ 
ing the policy outlines given at 
Monday’s meetings by the Big 
Four. 
Informants said the item on E ast 
West contacts would include Eisen­ 
hower’s bid for more freedom for 
the Communist satellites. Bulganin 
declared Monday the present con­ 
ference is not the proper place to 
take up the question. 
It will also give the four powers 
a chance to discuss East-West 
trade, a subject which the Rus­ 
sians believe of great importance. 
James Hagerty, the President’s 
press secretary, said he wanted 
to call attention to what he termed 
the “tone of the meeting’’ of the 
foreign ministers. 
“They met for an hour and a 
half and were able to agree on 
four items,” he said. 
Hagerty characterized that as a 
“not insignificant” 
achievement 
and added: **I think it is a very 
healthy sign of the way the con­ 
ference is developing.” 
In reply to a question, Hagerty 
said it was his understanding the 
heads of government would start 
substantive discussion of the agen 
da topics, rather than first talking 
over whether to accept the items 
agreed upon by the foreign minis­ 
ters.

Children Under 20,

WASHINGTON IB — The Senate 
voted to provide free polio vac­ 
cine for millions of children under 
20 and expectant mothers. 
Hie next move is up to the 
House, whose Commerce Commit­ 
tee last week approved a some­ 
what different free vaccine bill. 
Senate action Monday came on 
a voice vote. The only audible “no” 
vote was cast by Sen. Morse (D- 
Ore). He objected that the meas­ 
ure “only scratches the surface.” 
During debate Sen. Welker <R- 
Idaho) took the Public Health 
Service to task for what he said 
was a failure to act against the 
Cutter Laboratories of Berkeley, 
Calif. Welker said Cutter vaccine 
is “directly” responsible for 118 
polio cases In Idaho, four of them 
fatal. 
The Senate Mil would authorize 
UM government to buy vaccine 
which would be distributed to the 
states. The states then weald 
spread it among local communities 
which may ask for it 
Hie House bill too would channel 
the vaccine through the states. 
This is in line with Eisenhower 
administration proposals w h i c h 
called for appropriation of 35 mil­ 
lion dollars to provide shots for 
children whose parents can’t af­ 
ford to pay for them. 
However, the S e n a t e measure 
places no ceiling on the amount 
which may be voted for the pur­ 
pose. This is left to the decision 
of 
congressional 
appropriations 
committees. 
The House bill would authorize 
38 m i l l i o n s for inoculation of 
needy children. It also would pro­ 
vide for grants to the states on a 
doilar-for-doUar matching basis for 
any broader immunization p ro - 
grams. No limit was set on the 
amount a state could get under 
such a matching program. 
Neither the House nor S e n a t e 
bills would require a showing of 
financial DCfd-a “means” test-for 
a youngster to be eligible for the 
free vaccine. 


Nevada Prison 
Inmates Stage 
Sitdown Strike 


Won’t Go Back To 
Cells Until They Get 
Talk With Governor 


CARSON CITY, Nev. Ufl-An 
occasional catcall pierced the des­ 
ert silence throughout the night at 
the Nevada State Prison as some 
225 convicts stubbornly carried cm 
a sitdown strike in the flood­ 
lighted prison yard. 
The prisoners—less 136 trusties— 
started their rebellion at 3:40 p.m. 
Monday when they began milling 
about the open yard instead of 
lining up for dinner as is custo­ 
mary. 
They demanded an interview 
with Gov. Charles Russell and de­ 
clared they would not return to 
their cell Mocks until they talked 
with him. 
Among the inmates demands 
were “more variety in food. . .dis­ 
charge of a prison doctor and cap­ 
tain of the guard. % .twice yearly 
personal appearances before the 
State Parole Board. . .more work 
for inmates. . .no reprisals be­ 
cause of the rebellion. . dower 
prices at the prison commissary.” 
“I’m not promising anything. 
Most of the grievances are un­ 
founded,” Warden Art Bernard 
said. 
Floodlights 
were 
turned 
on 
around the 30-foot-high walls of the 
80-year-old brownstone prison as 
dark fell over the milling prison­ 
ers. Fifty heavily armed highway 
patrolmen and prison guards pa­ 
trolled the walls. 
Hie prisoners had not eaten 
since noon, Bernard said, and 
could not take over any of the 
prison works or storm the walls. 
Some ai those in the yard wanted 
to quit early in the afternoon but 
were intimidated by the ringlead­ 
ers, he said. 


Approval of a resolution to pur­ 
chase a tract of land adjoining the 
present LaCrpft School at the Board 
of Education’s special m e e t i n g 
Monday night cleared the way for 
plans to be drawn tor a new 6-room 
structure.

It also received but took no other 
action cm a letter from Mrs. Elmer 
Dawson of Boring Lane offering 
her property, including 16% acres 
of ground, a 7-room home and 3 
outbuildings for $18,000. 
The board has been dickering for 
the Van Dyne property since late 
May, when it offered the couple 
$3,0000. They made a counter-pro­ 
posal of $4,500. 
Supt. Ralph W. Betts reported 
the Van Dyne agreement and said 
they also offered to sell ll lots 
and take the present school site as 
part payment. 
The superintendent said he was 
advised by City Solicitor Joseph 
Cooper the board cannot make a 
trade with an individual. Any prop­ 
erty must be disposed of by public 
auction, Supt.

Gen. Ridgely Gaither, command­ 
er of Fort Bragg, was a charge 
that Tyler told Chinese Commun­ 
ists that fellow prisoners of war 
in a camp in Korea were planning 
an escape.

Tyler, who could receive th e 
death penalty upon conviction, is 
accused of writing pre-Communist 
articles for prison publications; of 
asking fellow prisoners to s i g n 
peace petitions; of trying by group 
discussions and individual conser- 
sations to influence other prisoners 
toward Communism; and of ob­ 
taining favorable treatment f o r 
himself by informing on fellow 
prisoners.

BUI To Broaden 
Old' Age Benefits 
Appears ‘Dead’ 
WASHINGTON Un—A Democrat- 
ic-sponsored bill to broaden social 
security benefits for women and 
disabled workers appeared today 
to have run its course for this year 
when it passed the House Monday 
However, key senators were re­ 
luctant to pronounce dead for this 
session a measure with obvious po­ 
litical appeal. 
Hie House pushed the measure 
through Monday 372-51 with wily 
$ Democrats and 23 Republicans 
voting “no.” 
Hie bill would lower from 65 to 
62 the age at which women may 
get social security benefits and 
permit payments to disabled work­ 
ers after age 50 instead of at 65. 
Coverage also would be extended 
for the first time to about 200,000 
additional professional workers, 
chiefly dentists and lawyers. Doc 
tors are not included. 
The increased benefits for wom­ 
en and the disabled, estimated to 
amount to about 600 million dol­ 
lars in the first year, would be fi­ 
nanced by adding one-half per cent 
each to the payroll tax paid by the 
employer and employee. The rate- 
now is 2 per cent on each of the 
first $4,200 of annual earnings. 
Both the new benefits and tax 
rate increase would take effect 
Jan. I.

The board’s policy is to provide 
transportation for all children liv­ 
ing a mile or more from school 
and it is then reimbursed by the 
State Department of Education. 
It is a liberal policy since the 
board, under state law, is com­ 
pelled only to furnish transporta­ 
tion for those elementary children 
living two miles or more from 
school. The law makes no provi­ 
sion for transportation of h i g h 
school students. 
Snyder and Hall said the IO bus­ 
es they will operate will include 
t new 60-passenger u n i t s and 
2 46-passenger buses. 
Hie per-bus basis was a new 
feature. In their original offer, 
they asked for 7% cents a ride.

The Hall-Snyder figures, h o r - 
ever, are about 64,500 cheaper than 
a contract offered by Bemis, El­ 
mer C. English and Raymond 
Campbell. 
The contract offered by the three 
Valley Motor drivers provided for 
9 cents a ride, which board mem­ 
bers figured would cost 635,962, 
against the 631,500 in the Hall-Sny- 
der Iud. 
The board’s transportation report 
for last year showed it paid 627,432.- 
30 to Valley Motor for school trans­ 
portation, plus 62,218.50 for a 
charter bus it operated out Routes 
7 and 30 to the Westfield Rd. 
In addition, the board t u r n e d 
over to the utility 614,856.80 more 
from the sale of passes to students 
desiring an extra round trip a day 
or to those desiring transportation 
although living within the m i l e 
limit. The total comes to 642,289.- 
10. 
T h e transportation discussion 
started when J. E. Curry, presi­ 
dent, said the board should make 
up its mind whether it wanted to 
purchase buses or enter into a con­ 
tract. 
Vernon Sanford said he “would 
like to stay out of the bus business’* 
and James Lowe said he has been 
“astounded by the apathy*' which 
put the board into a position where 
it had to take action. 
Curry commented the school bus­ 
iness apparently is not the factor 
in the overall picture that the board 
has imagined. If it had been, some­ 
thing would have been done, he 
added.

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‘A Few Feet Higher’ 
It will seem fantastic some day that airport 
planners and administrators ev er ov erlook ed 
such hazards as nearby electric power lines, 
signs and fences. 
The accident last Sunday at Chicago’s Midway 
Airport is latest in a list of av iatioh tragedies 
caused or made worse than they needed to be by 
hazards as grossly out of place as boulder on 
railroad track s. 
*Th e airliner that crashed on a too-low ap­ 
proach to Midway Airport, k illing 22 passen­ 
gers and injuring 21, was caught first on a fill­ 
ing-station sign, then on the airport fence. When 
the fiasco had ended, the plane was on its back 
in flames and arv iation had another black eye. 
It was immediately apparent that the plane’s 
pilot — one of the fatalities — should not hav e 
been trying to land because the v isibility was 
poor; that he had come into Midway Airport 
at too lew an altitude; that he would hav e 
needed all the luck in the world to mak e a 
safe landing. 
But what be needed at the last instant was 
an unobstructed approach. There would hav e 
been no accident if his plane had been “a few 
feet higher.” There would hav e been no acci­ 
dent if the obstructions needlessly left in the 
way had been ‘‘a few feet lower.” That should 
become apparent too. 


Still Too Many 
In his explanation for withholding his signa­ 
ture from the preposterous proposal to build a 
park ing garage beneath the State Capitol, Gov . 
Lauscbe bore down hard on a principle of legis­ 
lativ e practice. 
He pointed out that the state should ^steer 
clear of practices that it would not approv e of 
in its subdiv isions gnd that spending Ohio tax­ 
payers* money for the benefit of automobile 
owners in Columbus was a bad precedent. 
The gov ernor used the same line of reason­ 
ing in some of his other acts relativ e to the 
General Assembly — either v etoing or refusing 
to put his signature on bills out of harmony 
with sound legislativ e practice. 
In general, it is bad legislativ e practice to 
authorize specific acts which could not be tol­ 
erated as general policies. The lOIst General 
Assembly was guilty of more than a fair share 
of this k ind of ax-grinding. 
Fortunately, its batting av erage of legislativ e 
enactment was low. The House av erage was a 
little more than 21 per cent of bills introduced, 
the Senate av erage a little under 31 per cent. 
Of a grand total of 1,355 bills introduced in 
both houses, only 331 were enacted, thank s in 
large part to Gov . Lausche’s opposition in. some 
cases and his outright v etoes in others. 
That was still too many. 
Ibe 101st Assembly woul(i hav e been better 
off if it had agreed In adv ance to pass a maxi­ 
mum of 100 bills, then reduced the maximum 
by 50 per cent. There would hav e been' no room 
in that total for nonsense bills soak ing Ohio 
taxpayers to build an underground garage for 
the benefit of Columbus automobile owners. 


One More Hope For Genev a 
There is not enough power at the “summit** 
of diplomacy to do half the things people are 
hoping for and praying for at Genev a. 
Tbe most that could possibly be accomplish­ 
ed would be some official confirmation of the 
Kremlin’s apparent desire to ease up on its 
policy of obstructing mutual security. 
With* that possibility in mind, ev ery Ameri­ 
can should concentrate on one hope for Genev a 
that is out of the ordinary. 
It is the hope that American good will may 
not bubble out of the ground as a portent to 
diese suddenly amiable Communists that they 
can hav e good will for the ask ing. 
It has been clear from the start of their 
“peace driv e” that its objectiv e was to neu­ 
tralize Germany. Chancellor Adenauer and 
other well informed Germans k new this would 
be the next step after the peace treaty which 
neutralized Austria. These matters are routine 
and obv ious to Europeans. 
Tbey are not so routine and obv ious to Amer­ 
icans. Therein lies a danger. 
Although President Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles k now better than to believ e that 
the Kremlin has changed its spots, they might 
be afraid to say so at Genev a for fear of 
seeming to go out of their way "to create dis­ 
cord. 
They should hav e nothing to fear in this re­ 
gard from their own countrymen. Americans 
hav e sat by glumly for a decade wMe Com­ 
munist conspirators hav e thrown hammers and 
sick les into international negotiations. 
There would be nothing amiss for the “con­ 
spirators” on freedom’s side to ring out with 
some sardonic laughter at Genev a — ev en with 
some old - fashioned Yank ee Doodle obstruc­ 
tionism.

Is The Capitalistic System In Danger? 


Tobacco was once a common crop in southern 
Illinois. Die leaf was pack ed in hogsheads with 
attached axles and rolled to Golconda uu ihe 
Ohio Riv er. 


When cotton could not be obtained from the 
South during the Civ il War, large amounts of 
It were grown in southern Illinois. 


A basic theory of American capi­ 
talism is that competition among 
the largest possible number of per­ 
sons produces the most ccmsistent- 
]y b e neñ d a l 
social results. 
T h e r t f ore 
monopoly 
o f 
the ownership 
of capital has 
generally been 
r e g arded as 
harmful a nd 
l a w s 
hav e 
been passed to 
mak e it diffi- 
Qetrgt Sok oMiy c u l t without 
impairing the efflci« icy of produc­ 
tion aiKi distribution. 
Astute minds in each genera­ 
tion dev ele^ metiiods of ev ading 
anti-monopoly laws, but it has, to 
a v ery great degree, been possible 
by v arious means of restraint and 
by the constant redistribution of 
wealth through higher wages to 
increase the prospects of a con­ 
stantly larger number of people to 
own wealth. 


THE THEORY and practice of 
the 
large 
corporation 
is 
that 
ownership is widely diffused, being 
sold by thousands — in some in­ 
stances, hundreds of thousands — 
of small shareholders. 
While the corporation is a v ast 
enterprise, the ownership of it is 
in a large number of persons who 
own only a small part of it. There 
is no concentration of wealth in 
such enterprises, although there 
may be a concentratlcm o i <^>era- 
tional control. 
Howev et*, there is an increasing 
tendency to create instruments for 
the concentration of capital which 
could, in time, absorb so large a 
share of the wealth of the nation 
as to imperil the capitalist sys­ 
tem. These may be put into four 
categories; 


1. THE FOUNDATION; This is 
a dev ice now employed by indiv id­ 
uals to av oid the total dissipation 
pf their estates at death by in­ 
heritance taxes. It is also employ­ 
ed by business firms to maintain 
continuity of management and to 
av oid dissipation of assets, partic­ 
ularly. by firms in which an in­ 
div idual or a family owns a v ery 
great share of the capital inv est­ 
ment. Family-owned firms aré the 
worst sufferers from the inherit­ 
ance tax. 
By estatdishing a foundation and 
turning ov er to the foundation a 
large share or aU of the cai^tal 
assets, it is possible to k eep the 
business inUct and to mainUin 
continuity of management If this 
dev ice is not used, it might be 
necessary to sell, in a forced mar­ 
k et v aluable ’ properties in order 


to get cash to meet inheritance tax 
obligations. 
j 2. life Insurance: Because of the 
really v aluable serv ice these com­ 
panies perform and the confidence 
of the American people in their 
management which in the mutual­ 
ized companies-is generally of the 
highest order, the life insurance 
companies do an enormous busi­ 
ness, accumulate v ast quantities of 
capital which they inv est and add 
the profits to their capital. 
Death in the United States av er­ 
ages at a much later age than is 
anticipated by any basic mortal­ 
ity table. Therefore the insurance 
companies enjoy a windfall in the 
longev ity of their customers. 
The result is that in the insur­ 
ance companies is an accumula­ 
tion of wealth which is not dis­ 
tributed with sufficient rapidity to 
serv e the capitalist system. 
The insurance companies gener­ 
ally recognize this and meet it by 
increasing div idends to policy-hold­ 
ers and by engaging in low-profit 
social inv estments such as hous­ 
ing. 
3. The 
Welfare 
Funds; 
An 
enormous and automatic accumu­ 
lation of capital in the v arious 
types of welfare funds is another 
and new factor in the process of 
concentration of wealth. This is 
comi^cated by a relationship to 
insurance companies. 
This entire field is so recent in 
its growth and dev elopment that it 
has not been adequately studied 
nor is there sufficient legislation 
to restrain management. Already 
there are ev idences of corruption 
and abuse. In this article, how­ 
ev er, we are only concerned with- 
the question of the concentration of 
capital and the menace to the capi­ 
talist system in the United States 
arising therefrom. 
4 . The Gov ernment: As the gov - 
tmment expands its ownership 
and operation of production and 
distribution, it sets aside accumu­ 
lations of wealth for these pur­ 
poses. These accumulations come 
from taxes, fees and profits —but 
principally from tax money. 
Gov ernment enterprises 
often 
function adv antageously in rela­ 
tionship to priv ately - owned busi­ 
ness because they pay no taxes, 
enjoy the right of eminent domain, 
do not* adhere to the book k eeping 
methods insisted upon by the i n ­ 
ternal Rev enues Seiv ice of the SEC 
or similar agencies. 
These accumulations of capital 
are of such a nature that they are 
nev er re-distributed although in 
theory the whole people of the 
United States own them. If this 
theory abides for an increasing 
share of the productiv e and dis­ 
tributiv e instruments of this coun­ 
try# it becomes, by definition, 
Marxian socialism which is de­ 
structiv e of capitalism.

As a result union politick l di­ 
rectors hav e begun to whip their 
machinery into action 
10 months 
before the presidential primary. 
They’v e drawn up a list of nine 
senators and 25 representativ es 
they plan to beat. 


LABOR’S OPPONENTS call this 
a purge list — but labor insists it 
has the right to elect its friends 
and defeat its enemies. 
Whichev er way you look at it, 
the impact of labor’s campaign will 
be anti-Republican. 
That impact will hav e pile-driv ­ 
ing force next year because the 
CIO’s Political Action Committee 
and the AFL’s Labor League for 
Political Education will be merged 
into (me national organization by 
that time. Already James L. Mc- 
Dev itt, AFL political director, and 
Jack KroU, PAC chief, hav e h eld 
sev eral 
conferences — briefing 
each other on the details of each 
organization. 
Shortly after Dec. 
5, when the 
AFL and CIO merge, the two po­ 
litical departments will merge and 
run one campaign across the land. 
Just how tough an exponent this 
combine will be can be se« i from 
the fact that these outfits in the 
past hav e supplied the Wisconsin 
Democrats with 40 per cent o i all 
their party funds, the Michigan 
Democrats with more than 60 per 
cent and the New York Democrats 
with an estimated 50 per cent 


COMBINED, THESE two cam­ 
paign machines hav e sev eral hu^ 
dred thousand precinct work ers in 
thousands of cities aiKi towns, in­ 
cluding^ ev en Las Vegas. 
Typical of what’s been happening 
while the two major parties hav e 
not ev en gotten up a pu ty leaflet 


is the recent activ ity of the AFL’s 
political league. It has inv aded the 
South, where it has announced that 
It would try to driv e Representa­ 
tiv es Barden and Durham from 
office by fighting them in the pri­ 
maries. 
Die AFL group has distributed at 
least a million leaflets on political 
activ ity. It has used v audev ille 
shows and orchestras at political 
rallies. All this has gone on to giv e 
their 1956 campaign a lift despite 
the summer beat. 
AFL political 
chief McDev itt 
trav eled constantly for 25 days in 
June — cov ering ev ery state. 
He left behind him a liv ely po­ 
litical outfit div ided into four ma­ 
jor areas of 12 states each. Each 
area was cut in half and a confer­ 
ence held in each half sector. This 
meant eight big regional political 
parleys in aU. 


AT EACH conference, McDev itt 
consulted with all national, region­ 
al and city leaders in the immedi­ 
ate region. Diey discussed caiKii- 
dates and methods of beating or 
electing them. In all, the AFL will 
concentrate on 32 elections. Labor 
will try to elect 15 Democrats to 
the Senate and defeat 17 Republi­ 
cans. Of course, all the seats in 
the House are up for re-election. 
The conferences at which these 
plans were made were held be­ 
tween June 3 and June 29 in Har­ 
risburg, Pa.; B o s t o n ; Columbia, 
S. C.; Birmingham; Chicago; Des 
Moines; Boise, and Phoenix. No 
part of the country was left un­ 
cov ered. 
The CIO Political Action Commit­ 
tee, meanwhile, has had parleys of 
its own—mostly dev oted to rais­ 
ing funds. 
When the 
la b o r 
machines mesh 
next January, they will hit hard on 
two issues. 
The labor people will mak e much 
of the polio v accine situation and 
charge

WHAT THE WEST KNOWS; 
1. That the Sov iet rulers want a 
new and different relationship with 
the Western powers. 
2. That blustering tactics hav e 
been abandoned by the Sov iets in 
fav or of a conciliatory approach. 
3. Diat the burden of armament 
is heav y on the Russians. 
4 . Diat Gimmunist China is an 
« qiensiv e ally for the Kremlin, 
costing Moscow nearly four billion 
dollars in the past two or three 
years. 
5. That the gov ernmental struc- 
tare in Moscow, though a dictator­ 
ship, is not as clear-cut under the 
committee system as it was under 
the one-man rule of Stalin. Diis has 
resulted in a cumbersomeness and 
an uncertainty down the line in ex­ 
ecuting decisions.

WHAT WEST DoiESN*T KNOW: 
1. The price the Russians are 
willing to pay for a breathing spell 
—a truce that might giv e them 
needed goods and a relaxation of 
the tempo of the Western nations in 
the armament race. 
2. Whether any system of inspec- 
tioa of armament production will 
be accepted by Moscow that could 
really permit the Western allies to 
limit arms. 
3. Whether the entire peace mov e 
is a gesture for propaganda pur­ 
poses and a dev ice to slow down 
the Western armament program. 
4 . Whether a Sov iet offer to with­ 
draw troops from Hungary and Bul­ 
garia will impress the world as 
a true act of peacefulness when ac­ 
tually the commitment to do so ia a 
logical consequence militarily of 
toe liberatioD ol Austria. 
5. Whether “free elections,** Rus­ 
sian style, will foc4 the peoples 
ol the Western world.

1. Keep an open mind. listen to 
all proposals objectiv ely but alert­ 
ly and cautiously. 
2. Watch the propaganda 
mo ves 
and emphasize the Western v iew­ 
point as one of peacefulness and 


conciliation, so that no charge can 
be justified that the West entered 
the meeting with a closed mind or 
in a truculent mood. 
3. Talk peace as loudly and as 
eloquently, if not more so, than 
the Russians ev er hav e done. 
4. If the Moscow rulers then fail 
to come through with anything real­ 
ly worth while, the Western gov ern­ 
ments will be in the position of 
hav ing explored e v e r y opportuni­ 
ty to mak e an agreement, and the 
responsibility for the failure will 
not be' placed on the West in the 
court of public opinion throughout 
the world. 
3. Keep the doors open after the 
Genev a Conference ends so that the 
Sov iets will continue to mak e of­ 
fers and be encouraged to submit 
plans for settlement of outstanding 
issues. 
6. Keep the talk ing and the peace 
mov ement going indefinitely, with 
more and more conferences in 
the hope that this at least will defer 
the start 6f more of the “little 
wars” that can add up to a big war.

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‘A Few Feet Higher1 
It will seem fantastic some day that airport 
planners and administrators ever overlooked 
such hazards as nearby electric power lines, 
signs and fences. 
The accident last Sunday at Chicago’s Midway 
Airport is latest in a list of aviatiota tragedies 
caused or made worse than they needed to be by 
hazards as grossly out of place as boulder on 
railroad tracks. 
th e airliner that crashed on a too-low ap­ 
proach to Midway Airport, killing 22 passen­ 
gers and injuring 21, was caught first on a fill­ 
ing-station sign, then on the airport fence. When 
the fiasco had ended, the plane was on its back 
In flames and aviation had another black eye. 
It was immediately apparent that the plane’s 
pilot — one of the fatalities — should not have 
been trying to land because the visibility was 
poor; that he had come into Midway Airport 
at too low an altitude, that he would have 
needed all the luck in the world to make a 
safe landing. 
But what he needed at the last instant was 
an unobstructed approach. There would have 
been no accident if his plane had been “a few 
feet higher.” There would have been no acci­ 
dent if the obstructions needlessly left in the 
way had been "a few feet lower.” That should 
become apparent too. 


S till Too Many 
In his explanation for withholding his signa­ 
ture from the preposterous proposal to build a 
parking garage beneath the State Capitol, Gov. 
Lausche bore down hard on a principle of legis­ 
lative practice. 
He pointed out that the state should #steer 
clear of practices that it would not approve of 
in its subdivisions end that spending Ohio tax­ 
payers* money for the benefit of automobile 
owners in Columbus was a bad precedent 
Hie governor used the same line of reason­ 
ing in some of his other acts relative to the 
General Assembly — either vetoing or refusing 
to put his signature on bills out of harmony 
with sound legislative practice. 
In general, it is bad legislative practice to 
authorize specific acts which could not be tol­ 
erated as general policies. The 101st General 
Assembly was guilty of more than a fair share 
of this kind of ax-grinding. 
Fortunately, its batting average of legislative 
enactment was low. The House average was a 
little more than 21 per cent of bills introduced, 
the Senate average a little under SI per cent. 
Of a grand total of 1,355 bills introduced in 
both houses, only 331 were enacted, thanks in 
large part to Gov. Lausche’s opposition in, some 
cases and his outright vetoes in others. 
That was still too many. 
The 101st Assembly woulfl have been better 
off if it had agreed in advance to pass a maxi­ 
mum of IOO bills, then reduced the maximum 
by 50 per cent. There would have been' no room 
in that total for nonsense bills soaking Ohio 
taxpayers to build an underground garage for 
the benefit of Columbus automobile owners. 


One More Hope For Geneva 
There is not enough power at the “summit” 
of diplomacy to do half the things people are 
hoping for and praying for at Geneva. 
The most that could possibly be accomplish­ 
ed would be some official confirmation of the 
Kremlin’s apparent desire to ease up on its 
policy of obstructing mutual security. 
With that possibility in mind, every Ameri­ 
can should concentrate on one hope for Geneva 
that is out of the ordinary. 
It is the hope that American good will may 
not bubble out of the ground as a portent to 
these suddenly amiable Communists that they 
can have good will for the asking. 
It has been clear from the start of their 
“peace drive” that its objective was to neu­ 
tralize Germany. Chancellor Adenauer and 
other well informed Germans knew this would 
be the next step after the peace treaty which 
neutralized Austria. These matters are routine 
and obvious to Europeans. 
They are not so routine and obvious to Amer­ 
icans. Therein lies a danger. 
Although President Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles know better than to believe that 
die Kremlin has changed its spots, they might 
be afraid to say so at Geneva for fear of 
seeming to go out of their way 'to create dis­ 
cord. 
They should have nothing to fear In this re­ 
gard from their own countrymen. Americans 
have sat by glumly for a decade while Com­ 
munist conspirators have thrown hammers and 
sickles into international negotiations. 
There would be nothing amiss for the “con­ 
spirators” on freedom’s side to ring out with 
some sardonic laughter at Geneva — even with 
some old - fashioned Yankee Doodle obstruc­ 
tionism.

A basic theory ai American capi­ 
talism is that competition among 
the largest possible number of per­ 
sons produces the most consistent­ 
ly b eneficial 
social results. 
T h c r e l ore 
monopoly o f 
the ownership 
of capital has 
generally been 
r egarded as 
harmful a nd 
l a w s 
have 
been passed to 
make it diffi- 
c u l t without 
impairing the efficiency of produc­ 
tion and distribution. 
Albite minds in each genera­ 
tion develop methods of evading 
anti-monopoly laws, but it has, to 
a very great degree, been possible 
by various means of restraint and 
by the constant redistribution of 
wealth through higher wages to 
increase the prospects of a con­ 
stantly larger number of people to 
own wealth. 


THE THEORY and practice of 
the 
large 
corporation 
is 
that 
ownership is widely diffused, being 
sold by thousands — in some in­ 
stances, hundreds of thousands — 
of small shareholders. 
While the corporation is a vast 
enterprise, the ownership of it is 
in a large number of persons who 
own only a small part of it. There 
is no concentration of wealth in 
such enterprises, although there 
may be a concentration of opera­ 
tional control. 
However, there is an increasing 
tendency to create instruments for 
the concentration of capital which 
could, in time, absorb so large a 
share of the wealth of the nation 
as to imperil the capitalist sys­ 
tem. These may be put into four 
categories: 


I. THE FOUNDATION: This is 
a device now employed by individ­ 
uals to avoid the total dissipation 
of their estates at death by in­ 
heritance taxes. It is also employ­ 
ed by business firms to maintain 
continuity of management and to 
avoid dissipation of assets, partic­ 
ularly. by firms in which an in­ 
dividual or a family owns a very 
great share of the capital invest­ 
ment. Family-owned firms are the 
worst sufferers from the inherit­ 
ance tax. 
By establishing a foundation and 
turning over to the foundation a 
large share or all of the capital 
assets, it is possible to keep the 
business intact and to maintain 
continuity of management If this 
device is not used, it might be 
necessary to sell, in a forced mar­ 
ket valuable properties in order 


to get cash to meet inheritance tax 
obligations. 
j 2. Life Insurance: Because of the 
really valuable service these com­ 
panies perform and the confidence 
of the American people in their 
management which in the mutual­ 
ized companies-is generally of the 
highest order, the life insurance 
companies do an enormous busi­ 
ness, accumulate vast quantities of 
capital which they invest and add 
the profits to their capital. 
Death in the United States aver­ 
ages at a much later age than is 
anticipated by any basic mortal­ 
ity table. Therefore the insurance 
companies enjoy a windfall in the 
longevity of their customers. 
Hie result is that in the insur­ 
ance companies is an accumula­ 
tion of wealth which is not dis­ 
tributed with sufficient rapidity to 
serve the capitalist system. 
The insurance companies gener­ 
ally recognize this and meet it by 
increasing dividends to policy-hold­ 
ers and by engaging in low-profit 
social investments such as hous­ 
ing. 
3. The 
Welfare 
Funds: 
An 
enormous and automatic accumu­ 
lation of capital in the various 
types of welfare funds is another 
and new factor in the process of 
concentration of wealth. This is 
complicated by a relationship to 
insurance companies. 
This entire field is so recent in 
its growth and development that it 
has not been adequately studied 
nor is there sufficient legislation 
to restrain management Already 
there are evidences of corruption 
and abuse. In this article, how­ 
ever, we are only concerned with 
the question of the concentration of 
capital and the menace to the capi­ 
talist system in the United States 
arising therefrom. 
4. The Government: As the gov­ 
ernment expands its ownership 
and operation of production and 
distribution, it sets aside accumu­ 
lations of wealth for these pur­ 
poses. These accumulations come 
from taxes, fees and profits —but 
principally from tax money. 
Government enterprises 
often 
function advantageously in rela­ 
tionship to privately - owned busi­ 
ness because they pay no taxes, 
enjoy the right of eminent domain, 
do not* adhere to the bookkeeping 
methods insisted upon by the In­ 
ternal Revenues Service of the SEC 
or similar agencies. 
These accumulations of capital 
are of such a nature that they are 
never re-distributed although in 
theory the whole people of the 
United States own them. If this 
theory abides for an increasing 
share of the productive and dis­ 
tributive instruments of this coun­ 
try. it becomes, by definition, 
Mandan socialism which is de­ 
structive of capitalism.

Inside On Labor

When cotton could not be obtained from the 
South during the Civil War, large amounts of 
it were grown in southern Illinois. 


Labor leaders h a v e already 
launched the 1956 campaign—and 
ara prepared to supply almost half 
the Democrats* political funds in 
many states. 
For a while 
it s e e rn e d 
t h a t both the 
AFL’s and the 
CIO’s h i g h 
geared p o l i t ­ 
i c a l com­ 
mittees would 
be p u t out of 
business by a 
n e w national 
Victor Riesel 
election l a w . 
They would not have been aide to 
supply manpower, money or even 
a campaign poster in the coming 
presidential 
election. 
But 
the 
Washington union chiefs got after 
Missouri’s Sen. Thomas Hennings, 
who was handling the bill, and he 
struck from it all restrictions on 
labor’s participation and spending 
in national campaigns. 
As a result union political di­ 
rectors have begun to whip their 
machinery into action IO months 
before the presidential primary. 
They’ve drawn up a list of nine 
senators and 25 representatives 
they plan to beat 


LABOR’S OPPONENTS call this 
a purge list — but labor insists it 
has the right to elect its friends 
and defeat its enemies. 
Whichever way you look at it, 
the impact of labor’s campaign will 
be anti-Republican. 
That impact will have pile-driv­ 
ing force next year because the 
CIO’s Political Action Committee 
and the AFL’s Labor League for 
Political Education will be merged 
into one national organization by 
that time. Already James L. Mc- 
Devitt. AFL political director, and 
Jack Kroll, PAC chief, have held 
several 
conferences — briefing 
each other on the details of each 
organization. 
Shortly after Dec. 5, when the 
AFL and CIO merge, the two po­ 
litical departments will merge and 
run one campaign across the land. 
Just how tough an opponent this 
combine will be can be seen from 
the fact that these outfits in die 
past have supplied the Wisconsin 
Democrats with 40 per cent of all 
their party funds, the Michigan 
Democrats with more than 60 per 
cent and the New York Democrats 
with an estimated 50 per cent. 


COMBINED, THESE two cam­ 
paign machines have several hun­ 
dred thousand precinct Workers in 
thousands of cities and towns, in­ 
cluding' even Las Vegas. 
Typical of what’s been happening 
while the two major parties have 
not even gotten up a party leaflet, 


is the recent activity of the AFL’s 
political league. It has invaded the 
South, where it has announced that 
it would try to drive Representa­ 
tives Barden and Durham from 
office by fighting them in the pri­ 
maries. 
The AFL group has distributed at 
least a million leaflets on political 
activity. It has used vaudeville 
shows and orchestras at political 
rallies. All this has gone on to give 
their 1956 campaign a lift despite 
the summer heat. 
AFL political chief McDevitt 
traveled constantly for 25 days in 
June — covering every state. 
He left behind him a lively po­ 
litical outfit divided into four ma­ 
jor areas of 12 states each. Each 
area was cut in half and a confer­ 
ence held in each half sector. This 
meant eight big regional political 
parleys in all. 


AT EACH conference, McDevitt 
consulted with all national, region­ 
al and city leaders in the immedi­ 
ate region. They discussed candi­ 
dates and methods of beating or 
electing them. In all, the AFL will 
concentrate on 32 elections. Labor 
will try to elect 15 Democrats to 
the Senate and defeat 17 Republi­ 
cans. Of course, all the seats in 
the House are up for re-election. 
The conferences at which these 
plans were made were held be­ 
tween June 3 and June 29 in Har­ 
risburg, Pa.; B o s t o n ; Columbia, 
S. C.; Birmingham; Chicago; Des 
Moines; Boise, and Phoenix. No 
part of the country was left un­ 
covered. 
The CIO Political Action Commit­ 
tee, meanwhile, has had parleys of 
its own—mostly devoted to rais­ 
ing funds. 
When the labor machines mesh 
next January, they will hit hard on 
two issues. 
The labor people will make much 
of the polio vaccine situation and 
charge that the administration 
“played politics with childrens’ 
lives” and snafued the distribution 
at the Salk vaccine. 


THEY WILL MAKE an issue of 
die new law in Wisconsin which 
prohibits unions from donating 
money or anything of value to a 
candidate or party. The labor lead­ 
ers will warn their people that this 
is the first ot many such laws 
which may put labor out of politics. 
One thing is uncertain — it is not 
yet sure that the AFL leaders will 
throw the national AFL headquar­ 
ters into a direct fight on President 
Eisenhower, as they did in 1952. 
But that won’t keep them from try­ 
ing to defeat all other Republican 
candidates. And they sure are 
starting early.

Geneva Shapes Up As ‘Truce Conference’

(This is an analysis based on

and to some extent reflects con­ 
fidential data available to the 
United States government.) 


WHAT THE WEST KNOWS: 
1. That the Soviet rulers want a 
new and different relationship with 
the Western powers. 
2. That blustering tactics have 
been abandoned by the Soviets in 
favor of a conciliatory approach. 
3. That the burden of armament 
is heavy on die Russians. 
4. That Communist China is an 
expensive ally for the Kremlin, 
costing Moscow nearly four billion 
dollars in the past two or three 
years. 
5. That the governmental struc­ 
ture in Moscow, though a dictator­ 
ship, is not as clear-cut under the 
committee system as it was under 
the one-man rule of Stalin. This has 
resulted in a cumbersomeness and 
an uncertainty down the line in ex­ 
ecuting decisions. 
6. That whatever terms are used 
to describe Russia’s internal situa­ 
tion — either weakness due to ag­ 
ricultural difficulties or lack of 
consumer goods or an overempha­ 
sis on heavy goods — the economic 
setup isn’t what might be called 
healthy. 
Unless a fundamental 
change in economic policies is -ef­ 
fected. something is going to crack. 
7. The satellites are a real head­ 
ache for the Kremlin. The Soviet 
turnabout in the policy toward Aus­ 
tria and the craven approach to Ti­ 
to are part of a new effort to ward 
off trouble in what have been up to 
now puppet states. 
t. The embargo on the strategic 
goods sorely needed by Soviet Rus­ 
sia and Red China is pinching. The 
Communists are desperate for in­ 
dustrial machinery and certain 
raw materials. 
9. Despite the steady develop­ 
ment of air power by Russia and 
an intensified research on atomic 
weapons, the Soviet military ma­ 
chine is not ready for a world war. 
10. A change in military con­ 
cepts has occurred inside the Rus­ 
sian staff command. The true sig­ 
nificance of “massive retaliation” 
has finally seeped through and has 
been distorted by the Russian mili­ 
tary experts to mean “surprise at­ 
tack.” But whatever the words 
used, there is a chance of greater 
destruction of Russian than of 
American cities in an atomic war. 
The net result is a Soviet unread­ 
iness to fight a work! war now. 
11. Russian diplomacy is exert­ 
ing ev e ry effort to make a political 
issue out of the building of air 
bases in Europe for the use of | 
American air forces. Efforts by ; 
the Soviets to have these bases 
eliminated and if possible to break 
up or frustrate the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization are definitely 
part of the Soviet long-range ob­ 
jectives. 


WHAT WEST DOESN’T KNOW: 
1. The price the Russians are 
willing to pay for a breathing spell 
—a truce that might give them 
needed gooda and a relaxation of 
the tempo of the Western nations in 
the armament race. 
2. Whether any system of inspec­ 
tion of armament production will 
be accepted by Moscow that could 
really permit the Western allies to 
limit arms. 
3. Whether the entire peace move 
is a gesture for propaganda pur­ 
poses and a device to slow down 
the Western armament program. 
4. Whether a Soviet offer to with­ 
draw troops from Hungary and Bul­ 
garia will impress the world as 
a true act of peacefulness when ac­ 
tually the commitment to do so is a 
logical consequence militarily of 
the liberation oi Austria. 
5. Whether “free elections,” Rus­ 
sian style, will took the peoples 
of the Western world. Separate seg­ 


ments of the Communist party 
could run as a series of opposition 
parties and bring about the' same 
end result as if a single party were 
on the ballot. 
6. Whether another proposal to 
dissolve the 
“Cominform” 
and 
seemingly abandon international 
communism will be made just as 
it was in 1933 when the United 
States was persuaded to recognize 
the Moscow government on the 
strength of such assurances only 
to find a few months later that they 
were empty promises. The s a m e 
thing happened in 1943, and, when 
it suited the Kremlin, the interna­ 
tional apparatus of subversion was 
again put into operation. 
7. Whether any plan for the re­ 
unification of Germany will be 
brought forth that can really be 
acceptable to the West. 


• • • 
WHAT WEST INTENDS TO DO: 
1. Keep an open mind, listen to 
all proposals objectively but alert­ 
ly and cautiously. 
2. Watch the propaganda moves 
and emphasize the Western view­ 
point as one of peacefulness and 


conciliation, so that no charge can 
be justified that the West entered 
the meeting with a closed mind or 
in a truculent mood. 
3. Talk peace as loudly and as 
eloquently, if not more so, than 
the Russians ever have done. 
4. lf the Moscow rulers then fail 
to come through with anything real­ 
ly worth while, the Western govern­ 
ments will be in the position of 
having explored e v e r y opportuni­ 
ty to make an agreement, and the 
responsibility fen: the failure will 
not be placed on the West in the 
court of public opinion throughout 
the world. 
J. Keep the doors open after the 
Geneva Conference ends so that the 
Soviets will continue to make of­ 
fers and be encouraged to submit 
plans for settlement of outstanding 
issues. 
6. Keep the talking and the peace 
movement going indefinitely, with 
more and more conferences in 
the hope that this at least will defer 
the start 6f more of the “little 
wars” that can add up to a big war. 
It’s not a “peace conference” but 
a truce conference at Geneva.

There is . a generalization that 
married couples often tend to look 
more aUkt as the years slip by.

So if you'd both like to travel 
lighter, swing aboard. 
At the start, it’s a good plan for 
each of you to figure your weight 
handicap. Ladies first: A rule of 
thumb in determining your normal 
weight is to allow 105 pounds for 
five feet of height and five pounds 
for each additional inch. 
Now the Mr.: Allow 110 pounds 
for the first five feet of height 
and 
pounds for each extra inch. 
That is about right for an average 
frame. However, if you have big 
bones, a wide frame and heavy 
muscles, add 10 per cent to that 
total. Figure this way, bones and 
frame are inherited, and muscle 
weighs heavier than flabby fct. It 
is only excess fat that is a burden 
to carry. 
What about birthdays? After 30 
they don’t count on the weight 
score. Your normal weight at 30 
is your healthiest weight from then 
on. Bones and framework do not 
get heavier, so added weight is all 
fat and excess fat makes extra 
work for the heart and all the vital 
organs. 
To get a rough idea of what it 
means to tote excess weight, pick 
up some object that weighs about 
the amount of your excess — a 
sack or two of sugar, 10 pounds 
each. Or fetch a suitcase from the 
attic, put it on the scales and pile 
in books to equal the total amount 
of your extra pounds — 20, 25, 30, 
40 — whatever the number. Lift it. 
That’s quite a load to lug. By the 
way, how many summers 
h a v e 
you been carrying it around? 
Just those two things — seeing 
the size of the burden you per­ 
sonally are forcing yourself to car­ 
ry and facing the fact that every 
year you’ve planned to slim down, 
but neglected to shift into slimmer 
ways of eating 
can jolt you into 
action.

To Tell Life As Boy, Man 


SALT LAKE CITY US — Jacob 
Jensen, 85 today, took a quarter- j 
page ad in two newspapers to tell! 
of his life as a boy in Denmark 
and his work as a man in the 
United States. 
The 2,000-word ad in the Salt 
Lake Tribune and the Deseret 
News and Telegram begins: 
"I, Jacob Jensen was born near 
Soroe, Denmark, July 19, 1870, in 
a locality almost surrounded by 
lakes and beech forests.” 
Jensen told a reporter he had 
compiled a history of his childhood 
and early life and distributed a 
number of copies of it to members 
of his family. But that didn’t seem 
enough. He wanted everyone to 
know how it was in the old days, 
in the old country. 
"I always wanted to show young 
people what hard work can do,” 
he said. "I wanted to help them 
along. There was no selfish pur­ 
pose.” 


The ad outlines his education, 
immigration to the United States 
in 1895, his work as a carpenter 
and a contractor, his romance with 
his childhood sweetheart and wife 
Anna Marie. 
Much of the ad praises people 
who helped him. It says: "Of the 
good people I have mentioned, two 
- my mother and my wife - come 
ahead of anybody else.” 
But it also has its frank pas­ 
sages: ”1 have had a number of 
rather prominent enemies during 
my long, active life, but with one 
probably exception, they have all 
gone to a place or places where 
they can do no more harm.” 
Jensen said t h e r e probably 
would be a small party today with 
part of his family. He and his late 
wife had six sons and two daugh­ 
ters. What of the future? 
The ad answers that: "I expect 
to live for years and do acts of 
kindness.”

Family reunions, picnics 
a n d 
other outings make summer a 
happy season. 
Some are put on by churches, 
Sunday Schools and various civic 
groups and are held at beach or 
a swimming pool. 
Unfortunately, the children are 
not always properly protected on 
these occasions. 
The assumption usually is that 
parents will look after the safety 
of their own children. Some par­ 
ents do, but others suppose that, 
with so many adults around, the 
children will be safe without par­ 
ental supervision. 
Then there are a few parents 
who haven’t much control o v e r 
their own youngsters. 


THE PERSONS planning t h e s e 
picnics should make sure t h e r e 
are lifeguards at all swimming 
places and warn the parents of 
dangerous spots which are n o t 
properly supervised. Far too many 
tragedies occur at these gatherings. 
Parents would do well on arriv­ 
ing at t h e picnic grounds or 
beach to make a personal inspec­ 
tion of the possible dangers 
to 
their children, even when assured 
by others that adequate safety 
measures have been taken. T h e 
best-laid plans can go awry. 
Seeing the problem some par­ 
ents of children from 5 to 12 have 
in controlling their own children, 
parents with babies in arms might 
well take note and resolve to es­ 
tablish better control of their chil­ 
dren before they become toddlers. 


WHILE IT MAY be harder at a 
picnic to hold your own child to 
rules of safety, it will not be as 


difficult if he has been trained to 
mind his parents. 
Suppose you take your children 
to a beach or stream and make 
clear to them the limits beyond 
which they should not go. Sitting 


od the bank, you would be helpless 
if your child deliberately ventured 
beyond these bounds. Unfortunate­ 
ly, some parents have seen their 
child drown while they sat helpless­ 
ly and called in vain. 
This doesn’t happen when the 
child in h i s pre-school y e a r s 
learned the meaning of “No" and 
continues to obey his parents. 
The time to begin to train the 
child to regard safety swimming 
rules is when he begins to toddle,

Lawyers for the National Assn 
fc«* the Advancement of Colorec 
People, who had asked the cou rt 
to make desegregation effwtive in 
Septemb er, said the special cou rt 
granted “the su b stance” of. their 
requ ests. 
Both Virginia Atty. Gen. J. Lind­ 
say Almond Jr. and lawyers for 
Prince Edward interpreted the 
rective b y the three-ju dge district 
cou rt to mean that the cou nty, aiK 
Virginia generally, will b e ab le to 
operate schools on a segregatec 
b asis in the 1955-56 session. 
Beyond that, nob ody wou ld make 
any predictions. The state has al­ 
ready annou nced its intention to 
continu e school segregation indefi­ 
nitely if any legal avenu e can b e 
fou nd to escape the antisegregation 
decree of the U. S. Su preme Cou rt 
last May 31. 
The cou rt, composed of Circu it 
Ju dge Armistead Dob ie and Fed­ 
eral Dist. Ju dges Alb ert V. Bryan 
and Sterling Hu tcheson, said it 
wou ldn’t b e “practicab le” to re­ 
qu ire desegregation b y this Sep­ 
temb er “b ecau se of the adju stment 
and rearrangement requ ired for 
the pu rpose.”

Virginia Area

Federal Court Sets 
No Time Limit For 
Compliance On Order 


RICHMOND, Va. UU — A special 
federal tribunal Monday ordered 
Prince Edward County, Va., to end 
racial segregation in its public 
schools. But the court set no spe­ 
cific time limit for compliance with 
its order and supporters of segrega­ 
tion immediately claimed a “great 
victory.’* 
Lawyers for the National Assn 
few the Advancement of Colored 
People, who had asked the court 
to make desegregation effective in 
September, said the special court 
granted “the substance’* of their 
requests. 
Both Virginia Atty. Gen. J. Lind­ 
say Almond Jr. and lawyers for 
Prince Edward interpreted the di­ 
rective by the three-judge district 
court to mean that the county, and 
Virginia generally, will be able to 
operate schools on a segregated 
basis in the 1955-56 session. 
Beyond that, nobody would make 
any predictions. The state has al­ 
ready announced its intention to 
continue school segregation indefi 
nitely if any legal avenue can be 
found to escape the antisegregation 
decree of the U. S. Supreme Court 
last May 31. 
The court, composed of Circuit 
Judge Armistead Dobie and Fed­ 
eral Dist. Judges Albert V. Bryan 
and Sterling Hutcheson, said it 
wouldn’t be “practicable’’ to re­ 
quire desegregation by this Sep­ 
tember “because of the adjustment 
and rearrangement required for 
the purpose.”

One pitcher can’t solve the prob­ 
lem for last-place Baltimore, but 
if nothing else, Jim Wilson’s keep­ 
ing the American League race 
honest. None of the flag contenders 
has managed to get really fat on 
the Orioles with the 33-year-old 
right-hander around. 
Wilson, who pitched the lone no­ 
hitter in the majors last season 
for Milwaukee, tops the Baltimore 
staff with seven victories. Four of 
them have been against the top 
teams in the league—New York 
Chicago, Cleveland and Boston — 
and in none of the four did he give 
up more than four hits. 
The San Diego, Calif., veteran 
sold to the Orioles by Milwaukee 
this spring, came up with a two- 
hitter Monday to knock off the

ahead to the first-place battle with 
New York that opens 
tonight, 
didn’t get a hit after GII Coan sin­ 
gled with two out in the third in­ 
ning. 
Gus Triandos gave Wilson all the 
support he needed with a two-run 
homer in the first off loser Mike 
Fornieles. The other run came in 
the eighth on an error and Hal 
Smith’s double. 
The defeat left the Sox two 
games behind the Yankees, who 
were idle. The only other AL game 
went to Washington, 
6-3, over 
Kansas City. 
In the National, Brooklyn re­ 
tained a 12%-game lead despite a 
ft-5 defeat by Cincinnati as second- 
place Milwaukee lost at New York 
6-5. Philadelphia tumbled Chicago 
to its seventh and eighth straight 
losses, winning the wrapup of Sun­ 
day’s suspended game 8-6 and tak 
ing a regularly scheduled contest 
2-1. 
Joe Black, the ex-Dodger, and 
reliefer Art Fowler were effective 
enough to halt Brooklyn although 
the crippled Brooks rallied for 
four runs in the seventh. That cut 
the Cincy lead to 6-5, but Stan 
P a l y s and Ted Kluszewski hit 
back-to-back homers to open a 
three-run ninth. 
The Giants overhauled a 5-4 Mil­ 
waukee lead in the seventh when 
Billy Bruton dropped a deep cen­ 
ter field drive by Willie Mays for 
a two-run error.

Trees’ Plant Food Diets 
Are Studied By College 
EAST LANSING, Mich (UP) - 
Michigan State College horticul­ 
ture experts are using metallurgy 
techniques to check the plant food 
diets of fruit trees. 
Dr. H. B. Tukey, head of MSC’s 
horticulture 
department, 
said 
leaves of trees are photographed 
in a giant machine — the spectro­ 
graph — which is used in metal­ 
lurgy and industrial work. 
The photographs actually s h o w 
the amount of certain plant foods 
in the leaves to see whether the 
tree takes up the fertility avail­ 
able in the soil, Tukey said. 
The program, still in the experi­ 
mental stages, is d i r e c t e d by 
MSC’s Dr. A. I. Kenworthy, who 
tests tree leaves for nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus, pctassium, calcium, a n d 
other plant foods. 
Kenworthy scores the results on 
a nutrient-element balance chart, 
which looks like an ordinary bulls­ 
eye, and returns the chart to the 
fruit grower with a letter suggest­ 
ing changes in the fertilizer pro-

Woman’s Tip 
Leads FBI To 
Wanted Man 


Spotted Picture Of 
Embezzler^s Wife In 
Paper; Pair Arrested 


CLEVELAND ilfi — A woman’s 
suspicion provided the tip which 
Monday night enabled the FBI to 
cut short a months-long effort to 
find a y oung bank teller accused 
of embezzling $9 3,780 from a Staten 
Island. N.Y., bank last Sept. 28. 
The woman had seen a picture 
of the teller’s wife in a New York 
newspaper, and last Saturday she 
thought she saw her bring a pair 
of men’s trousers into a dry clean­ 
ing shop in neighboring Lorain 
County . She was right. 
As a result, FBI agents Monday 
night arrested John C. Siemer, 24, 
and his wife Henrietta, 23, in South 
Amhei'st (pop. 1,000), 35 miles 
west of here. 
The Siemers were living there 
under the name of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles 
MacTavish. 
With 
them 
were their three children, aged 4, 
2, and 1. They had been there 
since November, and Siemer was 
working off and on selling real 
estate. 
H. O. Hawkins, Cleveland FBI 
chief, said $20,000 was found in a 
suitcase tucked away over some 
rafters in the house. Previously at 
Siemer’s home in New York, police 
had recovered $5,500. 
A federal grand jury indicted 
Siemer a month ago on charges of 
embezzling $9 3,780 from the Wes 
New Brighton branch of the Staten 
Island National Bank & Trust Co. 
He had worked there for two y ears 
as a teller. On Sept. 28 he failed 
to show for work. An audit dis> 
closed the shortage. 
In an FBI warrant issued last 
March, Mrs. Siemer was accused 
of conspiring in the theft and con­ 
verting bank funds to her own use 
The Siemers will be arraigned 
before a U. S. commissioner here 
today and returned to New York. 
Their children have been placed 
in temporary custody of the Qeve- 
land police women’s bureau. 
The i ’BI did not disclose the 
name of the woman who provided 
the tip that led to the arrest. 
Hawkins said the woman had 
seen a feature article about the 
theft and the family ’s disappear­ 
ance in the national edition of the 
New York Sunday News of last 
Sunday . 
Last December the American 
Surety Co., which had supplied 
Siemer*s bond, offered $1,000 re­ 
ward for information leading to his 
arrest.

He said tax statements that are 
mailed out to property owners and 
fail to reach them give no legal 
defense against penalties. T h e 
owner as of Jan. 1 of any y ear 
is obligated for the full tax y ear, 
he said. 
Where a person acq uired prop­ 
erty after Jan. 1 of any y ear, 
the law req uires the title to ap­ 
pear in the former owiier’s name 
on tax statements, including the

Where a person assumed the tax 
as part of the purchase price, he 
must not only record the deed but 
also notify Judge’s office in order 
to obtain the statements. A de­ 
scription of the property purchased 
and the name of the former own­ 
er is req uired. 
By law, the collection due dates 
are Dec. 20 for the first half and 
June 20 of the following y ear for 
the second half. 
The opening and closing of any 
collection is subject to delivery of 
the tax duplicates by the county 
auditor. Judge said. 


First Refugees In Ohio 
Keep Official Unit Waiting 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (JV—The first 
refugee family to be officially wel­ 
comed into Ohio kept the Gover­ 
nor’s Advisory Committee for Ref­ 
ugee Relief waiting more than two 
hours. But the committee was 
pleased no end. 
The three men of the Martin 
Hesch family thought it unwise to 
take off early from their jobs the 
first day at work. 
So the reception for them sched­ 
uled for 3 p.m. did not come off 
till nearly 5:30 p.m. y esterday . 
The Hesch family —Martin Sr., 
46 ; his wife, Marie, 36 , and their 
two sons, Martin Jr., 19 , and 
Johann, 16 —arrived in this coun­ 
try last Tuesday . 
About 150 refugees on the boat 
went to Ohio, said the Rev. Qy de 
N. Rogers, chairman of the com­ 
mittee. Rev. Rogers also is direc­ 
tor of the Ohio Council of Church­ 
es. 
'The Hesch family was chosen 
for the official welcome as being 
representative of all the refugees 


that have settled in Ohio under 
the program. They were greeted 
at the state office building by the 
committee’s ex ecutive group. 
Rev. Rogers said his committee 
was not annoy ed by the late ar­ 
rival of the family because it 
showed they had an interest in 
their work. 
Martin Sr. began work as a ba­ 
ker’s helper, Martin Jr. in a furni­ 
ture store, and Johann in a ga­ 
rage as a repair man. These are 
the same trades they labored at 
in their native Romania before es­ 
caping from behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain. The family is living in Co­ 
lumbus with Mrs. Hesch’s sister, 
who sponsored their U.S. visit. 
For Mrs. Hesch, this was not 
her first time in Ohio. She was 
bom 'in Youngstown and moved 
with her family to the “old coun­ 
try ” when only two. When they 
tried to re-enter the U.S., they 
were refused visas to leave Ro­ 
mania because they were no U.S. 
citizens — with the ex ception of 
American-bom Maria.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (i» -William 
A. Shull Jr., an income tax man 
by trade, has made his mark on 
the red tape of the U. S. Internal 
Revenue 
Service—through 
chan­ 
nels of course. 
He made a suggestion to his 
bosses in the Nashville office on 
May 7, 19 54, for a change in one 
of the forms. 
Section 26 21 (4) of the Internal 
Revenue Manual req uires that the 
service send Form 21 to delinq uent 
tax pay ers. 
Every time the forms went out, 
Shull said, back came piles of acid 
complaints from tax pay ers. The 
trouble lay in one little sentence 
in the form: 
“We have no record of response 
to previous notice demanding pay ­ 
ment of account show above.” 
Now, in many cases this was 
just not true, Shull said. Often, 
government did have a “record of 
response.” 
Sometimes, 
the 
re­ 
sponse contained part pay ment of 


the tax due and sometimes it sim­ 
ply said, “I ain’t got the money 
right now.” 
Ne’^ertheless, under the man­ 
ual’s iron-clad rule, the forms had 
to continue going out until the last 
dollar was in. 
Shull suggested the objection­ 
able phrase be replaced with this 
one: 
“We have no record of y our pay ­ 
ing the above account in response 
to a previous notice forwarded to 
y ou.” 
This suggestion went to the local 
incentive 
a w a r d s 
cofnmittee, 
thence to the Atlanta office, and 
thence to Washington. 
Monday , Shull reaped his re­ 
ward. The l a n g u a g e will be 
changed in the new Form 21.

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Woman’s Tip 
Leads FBI To 
Wanted Man 


Spotted Picture Of 
Embezzler's Wife In 
Paper; Pair Arrested 


CLEVELAND UFI — A woman’s 
suspicion provided the tip which 
Monday night enabled the FBI to 
cut short a months-long effort to 
find a young bank teller accused 
of embezzling $93,780 from a Staten 
Island. N.Y., bank last Sept. 28 
The woman had seen a picture 
of the teller’s wife in a New York 
newspaper, and last Saturday she 
thought she saw her bring a pair 
of men’s trousers into a dry clean­ 
ing shop in neighboring Lorain 
County. She was right. 
As a result, FBI agents Monday 
night arrested John C. Siemer, 24, 
and his wife Henrietta, 23, in South 
Amherst (pop. 1,000), 35 miles 
west of here. 
The Siemers were living there 
under the name of Mr. and Mrs 
Charles 
MacTavish. 
With them 
were their three children, aged 4 
2 
and I 
They had been there 
since November, and Siemer was 
working off and on selling rea 
estate. 
H. O. Hawkins, Cleveland FBI 
chief, said $20,000 was found in a 
suitcase tucked away over some 
rafters in the house. Previously at 
Siemer’s home in New York, police 
had recovered $5,500. 
A federal grand jury indicted 
Siemer a month ago on charges of 
embezzling $93,780 from the West 
New Brighton branch of the Staten 
Island National Bank & Trust Co. 
He had worked there for two years 
as a teller. On Sept. 28 he failed 
to show for work. An audit dis­ 
closed the shortage. 
In an FBI warrant issued last 
March, Mrs. Siemer was accused 
of conspiring in the theft and con­ 
verting bank funds to her own use. 
The Siemers will be arraigned 
before a U. S. commissioner here 
today and returned to New York. 
Their children have been placed 
in temporary custody of the Cleve­ 
land police women’s bureau. 
The FT3I did not disclose the 
name of the woman who provided 
the tip that led to the arrest. 
Hawkins said the woman had 
seen a feature article about the 
theft and the family’s disappear­ 
ance in the national edition of the 
New York Sunday News of last 
Sunday. 
Last December the American 
Surety Co., which had supplied 
Siemer’s bond, offered $1,000 re­ 
ward for information leading to his 
arrest.

Reco rds Gains 
Fo r First Half 


Survey Of Chamber 
Shows Upward Trend 
Compared With 1954 


Business in the East Liverpool 
area showed a sharp upward trend 
during the first six months o i 1955 
as compared to the same 1954 per­ 
iod, the monthly business review 
of the C ha m be r of Commerce 
showed today. 
The Chamber report shows gains 
in 8 of 13 indices used in compiling 
the summary of ccmditions as of 
June 30 and boosts in 11 of 13 
last month over the May figures. 
Sales tax receipts, generally re­ 
garded as the barometer of retail 
sales, jumped from $269,136 during 
the first six months of 1954 to 
$335,180 for 1955, a gain of 24.5 
per cent, the report shows. 
An increase of 22.1 per cent be­ 
tween May and June was reported, 
with $68,315 in May and $83,415 in 
June. 
Industrial payrolls in 11 factor­ 
ies gained 2.9 per cent during the 
last six months over the corres­ 
ponding period in 1954. 
During the first six months, pay­ 
rolls totaled $7,523,752. as 
c o m ­ 
pared to $7,308,792 for 1954. A 
sircaig increase in Jime apparent­ 
ly was the main factor in the gain, 
the report showed. 
Payrolls last month totaled $1,- 
465,549. against $1,204,252 for May, 
it said. However, the average 
monthly employment in the 11 fac­ 
tories is down slightly. 
The average number employed 
dropped 2.8 per cent in June and 
is down 2.9 per cent for the first 
six months. The average employ­ 
ment last month was 5,116, com­ 
pared to 5,262, while the average 
monthly employment during the 
first half of 1955 was 5,260, against 
5,418 during the same period in 
1954. 
Both inbound and outbound rail­ 
road carloadings showed generous 
increases in the first six months 
of 1955. 
Inbound 
carloadings 
jumped 
from 1,479 in the first sbc months 
of 1954 to 1,815 for the first half 
of this year, a gain of 22.7 per cent. 
June carloadings registered an 
increase of 30.5 per cent — from 
295 to 385 in June. 
Outbound carloadings ‘drc^ped 
from 343 in May to 314 in June, 
a decline of 8.5 per cent, but the 
six-month total shows an increase 
of 19.4 per cent over the 1954 fig­ 
ures. 
The biggest increase during the 
first half of 1955 has been in new 
car registrations, with a gain of 
32.6 per cent. Registrations show­ 
ed 2,010* for the first part of 1955, 
compared to 1,516 for the same 
same period in 1954. An increase 
of 16.2 per cent was recorded in 
June, with registrations increasing 
from 394 in May to 458. 
Used car sales also are on the 
increase, totaling 17,531 for the 
’ last six months, compared to 14,- 
475 in the same 1954 period, a 
boost of 21.1 per cent. 
A gain of 10.2 per cent w a s 
registered last month, with sales 
climbing from 2,976 in May to 3,- 
280 in June. 
Bank clearings also have showed 
a gain of 5.2 per-^ cent — from

Dr. Hullinger, who stands a bent

practicing physician. 
He has been a fine ice skater, 
doesn’t take pills himself, hasn’t 
been sick since he was a youth. 
The doctor, whose prescription 
for longevity is based on daily ex­ 
ercise and abstinence from bad 
habits, is married to a former 
nurse, age 36. 
He came here to appear on an 
NBC-TV show called “Make the 
Connection.’’

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Area Business 
Records Gains 
For First Half 


Survey Of Chamber 
Shows Upward Trend 
Compared With 1954 


Business in the East Liverpool 
area showed a sharp upward trend 
during the first six months of 1955 
as compared to the same 1954 per 
iod, the monthly business review 
of the C h a m b e r of Commerce 
showed today. 
The Chamber report shows gains 
in 8 of 13 indices used in compiling 
the summary of conditions as of 
June 30 and boosts in ll of 13 
last month over the May figures. 
Sales tax receipts, generally re­ 
garded as the barometer of retail 
sales, jumped from 1269,136 during 
the first six months of 1954 to 
$335,180 for 1955, a gain of 24.5 
per cent, the report shows. 
An increase of 22.1 per cent be­ 
tween May and June was reported, 
with $68,315 in May and $83,415 in 
June. 
Industrial payrolls in ll factor­ 
ies gained 2.9 per cent during the 
last six months over the corres­ 
ponding period in 1954. 
During the first six months, pay­ 
rolls totaled $7,523,752, as co m ­ 
pared to $7,308,792 for 1954. A 
sLong increase in June apparent­ 
ly was the main factor in the gain, 
the report showed. 
Payrolls last month totaled $1,- 
465,549, against $1,204,252 for May, 
it said. However, the average 
monthly employment in the ll fac­ 
tories is down slightly. 
The average number employed 
dropped 2.8 per cent in June and 
is down 2.9 per cent for the first 
six months. The average employ­ 
ment last month was 5,116, com­ 
pared to 5,262, while the average 
monthly employment during the 
first half of 1955 was 5,260, against 
5,418 during the same period in 
1954. 
Both inbound and outbound rail­ 
road carloadings showed generous 
increases in the first six months 
of 1955. 
Inbound 
carloadings 
jumped 
from 1,479 in the first six months 
of 1954 to 1,815 for the first half 
of this year, a gain of 22.7 per cent. 
June carloadings registered an 
increase of 30.5 per cent — from 
295 to 385 in June. 
Outbound carloadings 'dropped 
from 343 in May to 314 in June, 
a decline of 8.5 per cent, but the 
six-month total shows an increase 
of 19.4 per cent over the 1954 fig­ 
ures. 
The biggest increase during the 
first half of 1955 has been in new 
car registrations, with a gain of 
32.6 per cent. Registrations show­ 
ed 2,010' for the first part of 1955, 
compared to 1,516 for the same 
same period in 1954. An increase 
of 16.2 per cent was recorded in 
June, with registrations increasing 
from 394 in May to 458. 
Used car sales also are on the 
increase, totaling 17,531 for th e 
last six months, compared to 14,- 
475 in the same 1954 period, a 
boost of 21.1 per cent. 
A gain of 10.2 per cent w a s 
registered last month, with sales 
climbing from 2,976 in May to 3,- 
280 in June. 
Bank clearings also have showed 
a gain of 5.2 per-cent — from 
$16,448,475 in the first half of 1954, 
compared to $17,309,410 for th e 
same period this year. The clear­ 
ings gained 10.4 per cent l a s t 
month, jumping from $2,828,984 to 
$3,124,332. 
Bank debits are up 4.2 per cent 
— from $17,782,122 in the first half 
of 1954 to $18,522,316 for the last 
six months. A gain of 16.9 per 
cent was recorded in June, as the 
debits climbed from $17,884,951 to 
$20,907,508. 
Postal receipts a l s o showed a 
gain of 16.9 per cent last month, 
totaling $18,683 
as compared to 
$15,976, but the year’s total shows 
a decrease from $110,947 during the 
first six months a year ago to 
$105,574 for the past corresponding 
period of 1955. 
The average monthly number of 
relief cases has dropped 12.3 per 
cent for the past six months. The 
average number of cases during 
the first six months totaled 121, 
compared to 138 a year ago. The 
average number of cases in June 
dropped to 98 from the 106 from 
May, a decline of 7.5 per cent. 
The biggest drop has been in 
the city building permits. They de­ 
clined from $378,850 for the first 
six months of 1954 to $158,258 in 
1955, a decrease of 58.2 per cent.

GENEVA (B—The top men of the 
Kremlin have relaxed themselves 
right out of their bulletproof cars, 
while President Eisenhower is rid­ 
ing through Geneva with the big­ 
gest guard in town.
